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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. Claims 90-1 1 1,120 and 122-136 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over admitted prior art of Seligman: Helping You Help Your Clients Harvest a 
Lifetime of Savings Published 1998, authored by one of the applicants (Charles W, Kadlec). 

Per claim 90 the prior art discloses the inventive concept of a client's portfolio analysis 
and determining projected withdrawal amount that corresponds to the desired withdrawal 
amount by adding together a fixed percentage amount of the portfolio value and the fixed 
dollar amount. 

In regard to utilization of the computer to implement one or more steps of the claim(s) Official 
Notice is taken that implementing portfolio analysis in a computer is old and well known. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of applicant's 
invention to implement the recited invention or a part of it in a computer in order to improve 
accuracy, efficiency and reliability as is well recognized. 

All other claims are similarly analyzed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

2. Claim 1 1 1 is rejected under 35 USC § 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Claim 1 1 1 is directed to disembodied data structure which are per 
se are not statutory (In re Warmerdam, No. 93-1294 (Fed. Cir. August 1 1, 1994)). The examiner 
suggests to redraft the claims to include a computer-readable medium so that the claimed 
software in combination with a computer-readable medium will be capable of producing a 
useful, concrete and tangible result. A claim to a computer-readable medium encoded with 
functional descriptive material that can function with a computer to effect a practical application 
that results in a useful, concrete and tangible result (i.e. executing a stock transaction or 
generating an investment portfolio) satisfies section 101. See U.S. Patent 5.710.578 to 
Beauregard et al.
